2. Introduction.— Fishing is one of the prime 
industries of the State and it is only source of 
livelihood of sizeable community of traditional 
fishermen who have been contributing 
significantly to the fish production of the State .

Over the years the fishermen are finding it 
very difficult to manually operate the fishing 
canoes and are now fitting Out Board Motors 
to ease them from manual operation as it saves 
the time to go to & fro to the fishing grounds . 
This helps in reducing the post harvest losses 
also . 


(5 ) In case the OBM is purchased by the 
beneficiary , he/ she shall submit the original 
bill from authorized dealer to claim the subsidy . 


(6 ) The subsidy amount shall be disbursed 
in favour of the applicant in his /her account 
through ECS mode of payment in case the 
OBM is purchased by the beneficiary . 


(7 ) The Department also reserves the right 
to purchase the OBMs and supply to fishermen 
on deposit of Rs. 30,000 / - (Rupees thirty 
thousand ) plus 2 % of the cost of the engine. 


Due to non - availability of kerosene in the 
State it has become difficult for the traditional 
fishermen to operate the fishing canoes fitted 
with kerosene Out Board Motors . It is proposed 
to replace old kerosene OBM to petrol OBM . 
The cost ofthe Petrol Out Board Motors is very 
high and the fishermen are not able to afford 
to purchase the same. Therefore it is decided 
to provide them subsidy on replacement of old 
kerosene OBM to petrol OBM . It is also 
proposed to provide them a 2 - stroke / 4 - stroke 
Petrol OBM which is environmental friendly 
and consumes less petrol. Further there will 
also be savings on subsidy on purchase of 
petrol @ Rs. 14,000 / - (Rupees fourteen 
thousand ) per OBM against kerosene. 


(8 ) The OBM procured shall be incorporated 
in the VRC of the canoe .

3. Objective.— The main objective of the 
scheme is to provide subsidy on the 
replacement of old kerosene OBM to petrol 
OBM . 


6. Quantum of Subsidy.- Amount of 
subsidy to be paid is 98 % under the scheme. 
However Kerosene Engines were 
purchased by Fishermen from Government 
Subsidy and as the same was now to be 
replaced , the old Kerosene Engine has to be 
returned to the department. Thus the scheme 
is an upgrading of the Engines from Kerosene 
to Petrol. The value of subsidy for Kerosene 
engine were Rs. 30,000 / - (Rupees thirty 
thousand ) during earlier years and therefore 
to avoid the task of disposing of so many old 
kerosene engines, the subsidy was to be 
reduced by Rs. 30,000 / - (Rupees thirty 
thousand ) and the Canoe Owner be allowed 
to keep the engines or dispose the same as 
deemed fit by him .
